But in whatever manner your fer- 
vicrs (hall b- eftinsated by others, you will 
have the fatisfa&iun which arilVs Loin the 
ccnfcioufncfs of doing goad. 
W e hav« aflV>ciat«d with our frllow-citi- 
z ns toprertive our rights, by fuppiiting 
Republican Governments 
in doing this, 
we are all equally and derply interfiled. 
When the Ganllitution of th* United State* 
w is firft propafed 
many go ld men d.iubttd 
of the fitnefs or iuffitiency of its provifiom. 
But fuch important ben-frs have retultrd 
from it, and fuch confucian and djfcord would 
follow from a feparatiuri of the States, that 
orobshly few, or none of tile people, are de­ 
lirious of that event. 
The Confutation of this State unites ui 
(till more clof ly. for our common fafety and 
happmefs. It is founded or the bafis of equal 
liberty, and its value dors not appear to be 
Irifened in the eftimation of the people, by 
the experience of more than twenty y e n s : 
our Country flouriftKS in peace and wealth, 
and we may be thought, from thefe favour­ 
able circu:nftance% to be oat of the reach o f 
danger. 
But when we fee other Republic* 
d Agrace fully renouncing the fruit of thru* 
fufT?rings and exploits, and tamely fubmit- 
tm g to the eontroul of Mamers, we ought at 
leaf! to re dell on the caules of .heir fall, and 
confider of the means by which we m a y b e 
guarded agaiuft a like degradation. 
It will, I think, be agreed that knowledge 
and virtue in the body of the people, are rf- 
fen ti a I to the fupptrt of a free government. 
W ithout them, we fliould readily fubnnt 
to any artful Ufurper. 
The firft fettlers of 
t Iii - State, aware of their imuor anre, adopt­ 
ed every expedient in their qpwrr t * promo e 
th. rn i a .d To lung as we pf. I* > sc un ui^ I.* 


eti the inflitutiont .«Kicb 
iranC* 


fniitrd to ua by the wiCdornt^pír inceñori, 
an¿ retntn thetr purity of manners, and the 
leiToni which they inculcated, we may hope> 
Co be exempt from tbe vici0ituéet tt which 
•ther nations hate been expof^d. 


Religious principles and in(\ituttoni are 
«eceffarf to «11 Goirernnients, tnd efpecially 
to Republics. 
The teachers of religion, of 
whatever denonriination they are, by thetr 
moral inOru¿lions, may have much inÜaence 
in upholding the order of foeiety, ind re^u. 
lating the c«ndu€b of the people ; — their 
offices would, therefore, be of great impor­ 
tance, even if th?y had no h^ber objpít» in 
view.— But all nations have expreitrd a re* 
verence for the Deity, and have united in 
the belief, that fome mode of worfhip is ne- 
ctiTsry, to obtain his favour— 
Within a 
few years, indeed, an cxpcrim«nt h »s been 
jnade, by the p<!*ple of France^ of renounc­ 
in g Religion ; but we have now feen thc 
tendency and termination of their fyflem. 


T o enumerate the inftitutions eftabliihed 
by our anceflorSt might be thought fup«rflu- 
• u s ; many of them, and particularly thofe 
which related to education, are (lili main-» 
tained, and we everyday expsrléfíce their 
beneficial cfFeÄs. 
M ay their pofterity, not 
•nly preferve their inilitutionSi but praA>ice 
their manners and virtues I 


It is often f<»id, that nAod«f the RepuWics 
which 1 h»ve,rcfer»-ed to, were tonqucred by 
their more powerful neighbours, and that 
our remote Gtuation from Europe enfures the 
fafety of our governcncnts. 
Perhaps thefe 
©bfervations arc not fo correct ss we are in­ 
clined to ljcli*ve. 
Free States are in much 
greater datigrr, from their own d. pravity, 
than from external cneniif». 
The viccst 
diforders, and divifions, in f*rmer RfpuUJica, 
have, in all cafes, occafioned their ruin. 
It 
■^¡11 be difficult to find an indance, where a 
free and civilized people have been conqucr- 
od, who had not degenerated from that vir­ 
tue, by which their liberty was eftablifhed. 
W hen they are furrounded by other n«tions, 
they confider them as watching, to take ad­ 
vantage *f their folly and weaknefs; thi* 
Ttfl<'Äi*n operates as a conftant check up*n 
their diforderly p»iTions. 
I f an invaCion is 
threatened, and any public fpirit remains in 
the people, they 
afide private animofities, 
tnd unite for their common defence 
.In 
this manner the apprehenfion of danger from 
abroad,has in numberlefs in(\ances prevented 
contention at home. 
Our didance from E u­ 
rope, will be a fortunate circumflance, if we 
ean be at peace among ourfrlves ; it Uffeni 
the probability of foreign invafion, though 
it m>vy encreafa the danger from internal 
feuds. 


Ill the Republics which I hsvc jud man 
tiened, the people had not fufli;.ient virtue 
ind public fpirit to unite their efTorCs againd 
the common enemy. 
Their numbers and 
wealth where as great as when they refided 
the mod powerful princes ; and if they hnd 
afted with unanireiiy and vigour, their de- 
fenCive attitude might have faved them from 
flin attack. 
But 
they 
were divided and 
weakened by factions ; their falfe patriots 
co-operated wilh ihcir invadt rs, and iheir 
Governments fell, not fo much by the arms 
• f a conqueror, as by the weight of their own 
V1CC3.

It appears alfo that Commcdore Preble 
and Mr. O ’Brien, under thc imprcllion that 
thc gun and mtrtar-hoats could not longer, 
with any profpeft of fuccefs, keep tht fea, 
direfted them on the 7th September, two 
days previous to the arrival of Commodore 
Barron off Tripoli, to repair to Syracufe, on 
which day they accordingly left the fleet. 


A letter from an officer on board the Pre­ 
fident, dated Syracefe hnrbour, Sept. 28th, 
dates thc following fafts, which are too in­ 
tereding, too illudrative of the high heroifm 
of our feamen, and too honorable to thc me­ 
mory of the deceaftd, to be withheld from 
the public.

By the Sh if Kingfton, Capt. Stevens, ar- 
rived at N e w .Bedford, on the 15th inft. 
I in 43 days from Cowes, London pipers to

In conic f i e r c e of this Ar­
